Membership in the honorary 
fraternity, once the crowning glory 
of a college career well (pent and 
the ambition of the flneet etudenta, 
la now being viewed with (keptidam 
by many and completely rejected by 
a few Universities. 

The moot recent and radical etep 
in thia direction ia the banning of 
honorary and profeaaional group* 
from the campna of Union College, 
Schenectady, N. Y., fallowing an in- 
veatigatlon by a member of the fac- 
ulty which revealed that all of the 
organisations at Union with the ex- 
ception of Spiked Shoe, a track atar 
group, charged an initiation fee, 
more than half of which went to 
the national orgnnlaatlon. Pi Delta 
Epsilon, national honorary Journal- 
lam fraternity/ waa the only one of 
the banned groupa which la repre- 
(anted at Georg* Waahtngton. 

The Mm’s Senate of Syracuee 
University haa been carrying on the 
aarne type of inveetigation which 
haa revealed that the 88 national 
groupa operating on the eampua aent 
a total of 86,000 from the eampua 
to “national headquarter* 1 ’ for which 
they received "little more than 
Jewelry." Thia amount waa found 
to ba 48 per cent of the total cap- 
ital of the group*. 

At Purdue University in Indiana 
the Dally Exponent launched an at- 
tack on “the honorartes” challeng- 
ing them "to produce more tangible 
aaaeta” than they now display. If ad- 
mission prices era to be maintained 
for the upkeep of national offices 
whose excuse for existence ia ques- 
tionable.” 

“The complaint of any single 
chapter would be insufficient to 
change the policies of a national 
group to the point of abandonment 
of present high fees. It is not im- 
probable, however, that a unified ac- 
tion directed at a national office by 
a majority of chapters would result 
in substantial lowering of assess- 
ments now exacted from all in- 
itiates. Chapter officers would be 
wise to oooperate with officers in 
other chapters to force a graft re- 
duction ia present coats of member- 
ship.” 

We believe that chapter officers of 
George Washington honorary and 
profeaaional fraternities ought to 
taka a part In this cooperation.

something like a very unusually 
dull Monday morning on a daily.

This is especi- 
ally true of the Library basement 
men’s room. 

3. Rather than have those little 
iron hoop* stuck into the G Street 
grass plots, I advocate the planting 
of small hedges. This will remove 
unsightly, eventually bent, hoops for 
another example of Mrs. Smith’s 
landscape work which is always a 
pretty sight on campus. The hoops 
don’t keep the collegians off the 
grass, they are always bent, and 
I’ve always liked small hedges any- 
way. Especially those that curve 
and dip up _and down. 

3. I still insist that the Library 
should place the so-called “high- 
brow” magasine’s on the stacks. If 
the students really do steal them, It 
means that they are willing to 
jeopardise their career for a single 
magaslne. I say this in view of the 
fact that the Librarian has very 
nicely placed the magaslne rack 
next to the assistant’s desk. Inci- 
dentally, I think this is a very nice 
arrangement.

7. Finally, I believe that some- 
how, sometime, somewhere, there 
should be some sort of public ap- 
preciation for the faculty members’ 
secretaries. They are always ready 
to give what help you might need. 
They all are smiling and extremely 
polite (only met one who wasn’t), 
and they seem to have the happy 
faculty of efficiently, yet soothingly, 
imparting disheartening news with 
an “I’m sorry” air that smothers 
any rancor one might develop in a 
moment of resentment. As a mat- 
ter of fact, think I’ll write a feat- 
ture story about these faculty sec- 
retaries sometime. I know a lot of 
them who are "swell fellows.”
